Salon of Photography 


I hear from Mr. T. H. A. Scanlan, the 
Director, that the Sixth Irish Salon of 
Photography will be held in the Dublin 
Mansion House in November, and that 
preparations for the event are in the final 
stages. For months past applications for 
entry forms have been coming to the 
Director from all parts of the world, and, 
although the closing date is still almost 
a month away, parcels of pictures have 
already been received at headquarters from 
places as far apart as China and Rumania.

It has always seemed something of a 
paradox to me that so much should be 
known abroad about the Irish Salon of 
Photography, while so little seems to be 
known about it at home.

Two horses with significant names won 
races last week.

Marcel Boussac, but he had to apologise 
for aot being able to speak English. Sir 
Abe Bailey has already won the race three

This was stated by Mr. Gerard Malone in 
the coutse of a talk on ‘‘ Paint and Varnish ”’ 
at the weekly meeting of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday, Mr. T, A, Grehan (Presi- 
dent) mm the chair. 

Mr. Malone said that the present strong 
position of the pet and varnish industry in 
the Irish Free State had been gradually made 
possible during the last five years, not by 
monopoly, and not solely because of the amount 
of protection it receiyed, but equally 
of hard work, materials, and, most im- 
portant of all, by a gradual change round of 
public opinion. and public confidence. The 
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N audience looking at such a film as

four years ago. When the first “ Gold 
i - was made it was the 
easiest thing in the world for a film pro 
ducer to the methods of the stage, 
and to make a film’ packed with 
extravagant spectacular effects and padded 
liberally with musical and _ varietv 
“turns.” Very quickly Hollywood made 
the interesting discovery that it had 
almost killed musical comedy and vaude 
ville in the theatre, and had established 
a virtual monopoly in the music-and-girls 
of entertainment. 
hen Hollywood dared to attempt in- 
novations, and to bring to the screen some. 


thing distinctively its own. The results of 
years of cinematic tradition, of experi- 
ment. and expenditure, came to the fore, 
and, instead of presenting its music and 
its girls in the accepted manner of the 
theatre, film directors began to employ 
some of the technique which had n 
evolved in the days of the silent film. It 
was remembered, in fact, that the camera 
could take moving pictures as well as 
spectacular thrills. | 


The Mobile Camera 


Suddenly the new type of film made its 
appearance in the world’s cinemas. The 
full capacity of the mobile camera was 
used to vary and embellish the revue: 
comedy was written specially to fit the 
theme of the picture, instead of being 
lifted bodily from a vaudeville show; 
stories were written to use the screen’s 
greater scope, including the fact that the 
location might be varied to an almost un 
limited extent, New personalities, many 


ments, the wireless broadcast, came into 
prominence te release the cinema from the 
limiting shackles of the variety stage. 
Probably the greatest achievement to 
be noted is the return to the qualities 
which gave the silent films their dis- 


when they neared their end. These were 
qualities of movement which extended the 
scope of the scenarist ; qualities which are 
of the utmost importance if the cinema is 
ever to become an art-form in its own 
right, and without allegiance to- the 
stage. 


Lost Appeal 


The single and two-reel musical shorts 
which Hollywood began to issue when the 
vaudeville entertainment showed signs of 
collapse in America clearly indicated that 
the screen could never hope to appeal on 
that old basis. Film audiences desired 
action, movement and ‘life—all three of 
which they received from Charlie Chaplin 
and Walt Disney. These attributes are 
not to be obtained by having a large 
number of prettily, or even scantily, 
garbed young ladies prance in rows 
before an immobile camera to the rhythm 
of tenth-rate music. Such films could 
never compensate thoatre-goers for lost 
musical comedy, revue and vaudeville, 
which, after all, was the entertainment of 
millions of people not so very long ago. 

Now these people can have in the 
cinema variety, the musical show and the 
motion picture, all rolled into one. It is a 
development that Hollywood will cer- 
tainly exploit to the fullest extent. Some- 
thing of its possibilities may be seen in 
‘Gold Diggers of 1937,’’ but to see the 
extent of its development this year we 
shall have to wait for the latest offerings 
from the studios. Films like ‘‘ Artisis 
and Models”’ and ‘‘You Can’t Have 
Everything” are said by New York 
critics: to mark a new development in 
this form of entertainment. 


The Thing Happens 


Now that the change has been brought 
about it is fairly easy to trace its de- 
velopment.

INTERESTING BROADCAST BY 
“ JOHN BRENNAN” 


An enjoyable item broadcast from Radio 
Athlone last night was the reconstruction of 
the old Irish custom of crowning the King 
of Dalkey Island. As was pointed out by

INQUEST. ADJOURNED

After evidence of identification and medical 
evidence had been tendered, an inquest on 
two young Dublin men who were fatally 
injured on the main Dublin-Howth road on 
Saturday. evening . last,..was adjourned 
sine die in the Mater Misericordiw# Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Opening the inquest, the Coroner (Dr. D. 
A. MacErlean) said that the two men— 
Patrick Mooney (234), motor mechanic, Fair- 
view, and Edward Wiggins (24), bookbinder, 
St. Aidan’s Park, Marino—had been travel- 
ling towards Howth when a collision occurred 
between their motor cycle and a motor car 
driven by Viscount Gormanston, of Gormans- 
ton Castle, Gormanston, Co. Meath. The two 
men were taken to the Mater Hospital, where 
they later died. 

Edward D. Wiggins said that he saw his 
son laughing, joking and smoking with 
Mooney at his home half an hour before the 
accident. Both were perfectly sober. 

Francis Mooney said that when he last saw 
him—on the Tuesday previous to his death— 
his son did not own a motor cycle. 

Mr. C Gore Grimes, solicitor, for Mooney— 
Was your son an experienced motor cyclist ?— 
Very much so; he had five years’ experience. 
Dr. P. Belton, house surgeon, said that 
Mooney was admitted at 6.35 p.m. on Satur- 
day, and died at 7.10 without regaining 
consciousness. He had incurred severe head 
injuries, and died from shock and hemor- 
rhage following the injuries. Wiggins was 


on Sunday, also without regaining conscious- 
ness. He died from shock and hwmorrhage 
following fracture of the skull. 

At this stage Superintendent Thomas Walsh 
for the Civie Guards, said that 
he had arrived at the scene of the accident a 
few minutes after it had occurred, and was 
still making inquiries into its cause. When 
his-inquiries had been completed he intended 
submitting the papers to the Attorney-General 
for his instructions regarding ¢riminal pro- 
ceedings. In the circumstances, he applied 
for an adjournment. 

After the Coroner had granted the adjourn- 
ment a juror asked: “ May we view the body 
now ””

How France Fares 


In all the discussions that have been so 
widespread recently on the subject of re- 
armament very little has been heard about 
France. We have been treated ad nauseam 
to detailed accounts of the excellence of the 
German and Italian Armies. We have 
been told so much about their wonderful 
aeroplanes, their marvellous pilots, and 
their vast superiority over everybody else, 
that their invincibility almost has come 
to be taken for granted. The totalitarian 
Powers have well-organised propaganda 
departments, whose duty it is to convince 
the world of their strength, and even in 
Great Britain public opinion almost has 
been persuaded that only Germany and 
Italy count in present-day Europe; that 
the democratic Powers have grown de- 
cadent, and that if Signor Mussolini and 
Hitler should decide to run amok 
‘their own way. Has everybody forgotten 
France? Interest is lent to the query by 
the publication in pamphlet form of a 
survey of the condition of France's 
national -defences by General Weygand, 
formerly Chief of the French General Staff 
and Commander-in-Chief. of the Army, 
under the title, “La France, est elle 
défendue?’’ General Weygand probably 
is the most highly experienced and 
brilliant staff officer in Europe. He was 
Marshal Foch’s right-hand man during, 
and immediately after, the World War; 
it was he who saved the Polish Army when 
the Russians were almost at the gates of 
Warsaw, and he has made a close study 
of military affairs in every country in the 
world. On the whole, General Weygand’s 
study of the existing situation leads him 
to the conclusion that the forces at 
France’s ‘disposal are sufficient, both 
morally and materially, to meet all 
possible demands that might be made 
upon them. On the other hand, he takes 
the view that the uncertainty of the inter- 
national position, and the fevered activi- 
ties of the other nations of Europe, make 
it essential to fill in certain gaps in the 
French defences, and, above all, to co- 
ordinate the three fighting Services by the 
establishment of a real Ministry of 
Defence. 

After the armistice of 1918 France was 
incomparably the most poweriul military 
nation on earth, just as Britain was the 
most powerful naval nation, Her one 
great enemy was vanquished; the age-old 
threat to her eastern frontier had been 
removed, apparently for all time, and for 
the first time in centuries she could look 
forward to the future without the least 
anxiety For several years after the War 
this condition of affairs continued. France 
‘not ‘OnLy strengthened her army and her 
"air force; she also secured herself by a 
series of European alliances which gave 
her, to all intents and purposes, a 
military hegemony on the Continent ; and 
for a time she appeared to be so strong 
that nothing ever could endanger her 
position among the Powers. Then the 
totalitarian States began to get busy. 
France, for all her military might, 
remained a democratic nation, and her 
people clung to their passion for personal 
freedom. While Italy and Germany 
abandoned themselves to the tender 
mercies of dictators, the French “ 
more and more rapidly. towards the 
Left in politics, until finally they 
entrusted their destinies to the hands 
of MM, Blum and Chautemps. One |:

General Weygand, the French Navy has 
been ‘virtually rebuilt since. the War, and 
in a force of which the French people 
may be proud. On the other hand, the 
operation of the, forty hours week has 
slowed down construction in the French 
shipyards, while the Italians have been 
working overtime, and it is possible that 
Signor Mussolini at the moment may have 
a slight superiority in the Mediterranean. 
The General admits that France has 
fallen back ‘in the race for supremacy in 
Britain now has fifteen hundred 
first line aeroplanes, Italy has eighteen 
hundred, and Germany three thousand, 
while France has no more than one 
thousand. General Weygand points out 
that an effort is being made to bring this 
number up to fifteen hundred, that an in- 
creased number of ‘‘chasers”’ is being 
provided, and that, apart from its 
numbers, the French Air ‘»rce has “a 
remarkable personnel.”’ In the early days 
of the World War British prisoners and 
their German captors were inclined to 
smile at the French soldiers who fell into 
the hands of the Germans, because they 
were wearing red trousers and patent 
leather boots. Not so very long afterwards 
their brothers-in-arms were smashing the 
Crown Prince’s legions at Verdun. The 
French are like that. When they seem to 
be least efficient they are most dangerous. 
They may make demonstrations in the 
Place de la Concorde. They even may hoist 
the “red” flag on occasions, but, when 
it is a question of France against her 
enemies, they have only one thought. 
That is why they cannot be conquered.

-Poets sing much of the spring, but 
autumn has a richer glory. In harsher 
lands than Ireland it is natural that spring 
should be as welcome -as release from 
prison. Long nights in a -frost-bound 
country make the first buds deat to. 
behold, and the softening of the air an 
intoxication. Whoever has known winter 
in the Lothians, or in East Anglia, under- 
stands the crash of jubilant song with 
which English and Scottish poets celebrate 
its passing. In our mild island, where 
winter has its summery days, and summer, 
truth to tell, seldom sets into a hot, steady 
contrast to winter, spring is less exciting. 
With us, though the blaze of March-time 
whins ia splendid, it is not as if we have 
been penned to the house, crouched over 
fires, for months. © Spring is but the 
gradual lengthening of the day.

All these years 
we have been talking about “a brown 
study '” without ail that we were 
scientifically correct ; 45 the colour 
psychologists tell us» ‘that brown and buff 
shades assist concentration. We might 
have guessed that they would suggest 
orange as a colour that appeals to engaged 
couples, and green as a suitable tint for 
boys; but we never should have suspected 
that a gréen and white. combination—or 
any other colours, for that matter—would 
have proved “‘ restful ’’ in a boiler factory. 
It is really remarkable that the poor, 
old world should have muddled along 
through the centuries with wrong colours 
everywhere, and nobody doing anything 
about it. Shakespeare and Ben Jonson, 
and a few of the other lads, did remark- 
ably well in the circumstances; but just 
think of the masterpieces they might have 
produced if mine host of the Mermaid had 
surrounded them with properly stimulating 
colour schemes. At the same time, it is 
permissible to wonder whither this colour 
psychology business is going to lead us. 
When they have gone farther into the 
matter, the scientists may insist on 
‘different coloured classrooms for different 
studiés—brown for maths., red for 
geography (in Great Britain), emerald 
green for Irish (in the Free State), and so 
on. That is all very well for the schools 
which, possibly, may be able to rise to the 
occasion ; but what about home lessons?

London has not witnessed such scenes 
of mass hysteria for a long time as those 
associated with the arrival of the Holly- 
wood film “tar,” Robert Taylor, on 
Friday last. It had been thought that 
the hysterical reception given to the late 
Rudolph Valentino in the dim past could 
not be surpassed; but last week London 
beat all its previous efforts. For 
over an hour before the train which 
brought the screen idol from Southampton 
arrived at Waterloo the precincts of the 
station were thronged by about three 
thousand women and girls, who patiently, 
but noisily, awaited the arrival of the 
hero. The appearance of Mr. Taylor was 
greeted by piercing screams, which were 
heard a quarter-mile away over the din 
of London’s traffic, and women tore one 
another in the struggle to get closer to the 
object of their adoration. At Southampton 
the screaming and struggling were only 
a little less hysterical than in *.ondon, and 
some hundreds of women and girls ran 
along the railway siding screaming fare- 
wells, throwing kisses, and brandishing 
‘autograph-books. » 
fassing affection of his “fans,” Mr. 
Taylor had to bp esvorted by “police 
through subterranean passages and hustled 
into a taxi-cab, which whisked him away 
to his hotel. This peculiar manifestation 
of mass hysteria will he interpreted 
differently by varying sets of authorities, 
but it is really not a novel phenomenon. 
From the earliest times mobs have given 
manifestations of this kind, and eminent 
psychologists have set ' themselves the task 
of discovering their causes &r explaining 
their effects. The famous Frenchman, 
Gustave Le Bon, was one of the earliest 
of these investigators; but, perhaps, a 
finer light has been thrown upon mass 
hysteria by the author of “ The Instincts 
of the Herd.” Glamour has gone, from 
life, taken away by mechanisation and 
factory monotony, and only from the 
cinema is something in substitution for 
the loss nowadays obtained. People are 
receiving their bread, but they are clearly 
missing their circuses. So it is that men 
like the inoffensive Mr. Robert Taylor, 
who is a most attractive young mah, have 
io pay the penalty of their popularity by 
suffering siege by thousands of screaming 
women. It is the penance exacted for the 
sins of the publicity man; the reverse side 
of the tribute which pays a thousand 
pounds a week.

S ALMON will be non-existent in 
the River Liffey within two years 


hydro-electric scheme, as at present 
contemplated, declare fishery experts. 

They state that the only hope for 
the salmon-fishing, if the scheme is 
proceeded with, would be the con- 
struction of fish. “ passes,’’ which 
-would enable the salmon to proceed 
even further up the river than they 
can go at present. 

The Dublin Corporation, in co-operation 
with the Electricity Supply Board, propose 
to erect a big dam in the river above the 
Poulaphouca falls, and thus provide not 
only a new source of electrical power, but 
also a more satisfactory water supply for 
the city. It is a laudable scheme, but 
despite the assurances of the ‘technical 
experts that the water flow to the lower 
reaches of the river will be unaffected, 
fishermen believe that the quantity of 
water drawn away to the city by the pro- 
posed four-foot main cannot but detract 
considerably from the normal flow. 


FISH “ PASSES ” 


Even under present conditions fish can- 
not get up the river at low water, and the 
spawning beds are barely covered. The 
proposal put forward by the Dublin Board 
of Fishery Conservators is that fish 
“- passes ’’ should be erected at some of 
the upper weirs, especially at Poulaphouca, 
and by this means, even though the river 
level had fallen, the fish could make their 
way to the higher reaches which would be 
unaffected by the scheme. 

Heretofore the salmon, except at low 
water, have been able to travel up the 
river at will and could leap al] ‘‘obstacles’’ 
as far up as Poulaphouca falls, . Here 
they sould go no further owing to the 
height of the leap, and they bred exten- 
sively in the shallows and subsidiary 
streams for some miles further down. 
Should the Corporation and the E.S.B. 
agree to erect a ‘‘ pass ” at this place, 
as suggested, the fish could travel up to an 
entirely new region, and fishing, as a 
result of the extended breeding grounds, 
would, in the opinion of experts, be im- 
proved by at least 100 per cent. 


AUTHORITIES’ PLAN 


Under the Act providing for the scheme 
no provision is made for a fish pass at 
Poulaphouca, but the authorities, in corre- 
spondence with the Fishery Conservators, 
state that they propose to erect an equalis- 
ing reservoir which will be so regulated as 
to maintain a uniform flow, throughout. 
They will be held liable, however, to pay 
comperisation for interests damaged by the 
mew scheme, and the Conservators have 
informed them that if there is any inter- 
ference-with the fisheries, as they are con- 
vinced that there will be, they will sue for 
damages. 

As the matter now stands it is confined 
to a conflict of opinion between the 
engineering experts and the fishery experts, 
one holding that the river flow will remain 
unaltered, and the other that with 
thousands of gallons of water being drawn 
off daily for the city supply the river level 
will be seriously lowered.

SOVIET PACT 


ALL AGGRESSION 
RENOUNCED 


The text of the Non-Aggression Pact 
concluded between China and “ Soviet 
Russia was received in London yesterday; 
says Reuter, and is as follows :— 

The National Government of the Re- 
public of China and the Government of 
the Union of Sdviet Socialist Republics, 
animated by. the desire.to contribite to 
the maintenance of genera] peace, consoli- 
date the amicable relations now existing 
between them on a firm and lasting 
basis. and confirm in more precise manner 
the obligations mutually undertaken 
under the Treaty for the Renunciation of 
War, signed in Paris on August 27th, 
1928, have resolved to conclude the pre- 
sent Treaty, and have for this purpose:

“A MATTER OF LUCK” 


An inquest was held yesterday on James 
Stanley Hart aged 22, secretary, of Blains- 
caugh Hall, Coppull, Lancashire, wl» was 
killed on the Birmingham track last Wednes- 
day when riding for the Belle Vue Mersey- 
siders in a Provincial League match against 
Birmingham. It was stated that he fell off 
his machine, and a Birmingham rider, who 
was following close behind, crashed into the 
fallen machine and was himself thrown, but 
escaped without injury. 

Oliver Hart, brother of James Stanley Hart, 
sand another member of the Merseysiders’ 
team, who was riding at the same meeting, 
expressed the opinion that his brother fe 
off as the result of a flat back tyre on which 
he had ridden for some time. He said that 
it was not an uncommon thing for a rider 
to carry on after one of his tyres had gone 
flat. 

The Coroner—It seems rather a dangerous 
business to continue in the race with a tyre 
down. Have you ever known a flat tyre bring 
a man off before?—It has brought me off many 
a time. 

It is a matter of luck whether you get 
{run over or not!—Yes, sir. 

Is the winning of the race so very im- 

rtant that you must take your life in your 
mands to do it? Well, I do not know. | lt 
does not seem it now, but when you are doing 
it it does 

Is there no rule saying that if your tyre 
collapses you must drop out of the race’—I 
do not know of one. 

You ride yourself, of course?—I did; but 1 
have finished now. 
| The official’ machine examiner expressed the 
opinion that the cause of the accident was not 
an ordinary puncture, but a sudden burst as 
a result of the inner tube chafing on metal in 
the rim of the wheel, which had become 
exposed, It was much more difficult to control 
the machine after a burst like this than with 
an ordinary flat tyre. ” 

Other witnesses said that the other rider 
involved, Malcolm Craven, who is under con- 
tract to ‘Wembley, while: on loan to Birming- 
ham, could not avoid Hart’s machine, which 
his bike struck and then went on to hit. Hart 
who was just beginning to raise himself off 
the Poet 

The Coroner observed that it was the first 
dirt track fatality in Birmingham. As far as 
he could judge, very considerable care was 
exercised with regard to the sport by every- 
one concerned.
